Tho'govcraor and atiff, 
mayor, aldermen, and othw state an'd 
city officials, were in the multitude' 
Tbo first corps of oa'detn, tinder com- 
mand of Lieut. Colonel Edmonds, were 
in waiting. 
At 10.30 tho train arrived, 


and eight polioeaon, in dresi uaiform, 
boro the casket to the Beach .street en- 
trance 
Captain Hayoook, with twelve 


marines, who had accompanied the re 
mams from Washington, marched on 
either side, as a guard of honor. 
The 


casket was borne by the henmto Doric 
Hall, at the state house, where tho re- 
mains laid m state 
Tho cadets 


wheeled into column with marines, offi 
oers oi the 5th regiment of Maryland. 
Following them came eleven carriages 
with gentlemen who accompanied the 
remains, tho rear being brought up 
by tho police 
The utmost quiet 


and reverence were features of the 
whole march 
Bulls tolling throughout 


tho city rendered it more expressive. 
Doric Hall was beautifully decorated 
Shortly after tho arrival of the funeral 
cortege, Gov Giston, accompanied by 
his staff and Executive Council, ei- 
Gov Claflm and others, descended from 
the executive chamber and took stat- 
ions, uncovered, at the head of tbo 
dais, which was prepared for the recep- 
tion ot tho casket Every whisper was 
hushed, and the silence seemed to in- 
tensify the solemnity of the place, as 
the first molancbolly noto oi tho dirge 
broke upon the ear. 
When tho proces- 


sion reached the State House the cask- 
et was borno upon the shoulders of 
eight policemen, in dross uniform, np 
the steps from Beacon street to the 
State House*
